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Greenbelt CARES Gets 
Full Federal Funding

Greenbelt CARES has received full funding! For those who 
have followed the struggle of CARES to receive funding for their 
$81,212 budget, the April 25 meeting of the Governor’s Commis¬ 
sion on Law Enforcement and the Administration of Justice was 
the final step in the arena where money is doled out. 

CARES, Greenbelt’s Youth Ser- —— - —— —— * 


vice Bureau which specializes in 
counseling families, had previous¬ 
ly received a $59 000 grant in Fed¬ 
eral funds. This meafit that if CA¬ 
KES was to meet its budget re¬ 
quirements, the city would have to 
contribute approximately $20,000, 
the equivalent of a 3c tax increase. 
Now, with additional Federal mo¬ 
ney in the amount of $73,090 and 
State funding of $2,842, the city 
must contribute only $5,729 to the 
program, reducing the tax rate by 
2 cents. 

How was CARES able to get 
these added funds? As assistant 
city manager, Dennis Piendak ex¬ 
plains it, the city had the temer¬ 
ity to appeal to > the Governor’s 
Commission to re-examine their 
position. 

Councilman Charles Schwan pre¬ 
sented the city’s statement. He 
refuted the Commission’s charge 
that CARES was not meeting the 
Commission's guidelines for a 
Youth Service Bureau. CARES 
Deputy Director Bob Field stated 
that the guidelines themselves 
were not clearly defined, but were 
still in the draft and experimen¬ 
tal stages. CARES, however, has 
and will continue to make every 
effort to adhere to the guidelines 
as they are issued from the Com¬ 
mission, he said. 

Another bone of contention was 
one commission member’s belief 
that Youth Services Bureaus were 
places for lonely, bored kids to 
come and rap and play pool. 
Field stated that CARES was not 
a quasi-recreation program, but a 
counseling and training group 
which concentrates on training the 
family unit parents and children, 
in the decision-making process.. 
Schwan stated that, CARES’ “prin¬ 
cipal orientation is to resolve pro¬ 
blems of youth that exist in the 
home, the school or the peer group 
before they result in actions that 
lead to crime or which might cul¬ 
minate in additional crime ... It 
does not attempt to keep kids oc¬ 
cupied for 24 hours a day or to 
fill their leisure time — we have 
a recreation department to do 
this.” 

Additional concern was expres¬ 
sed for the “too high proportion 
of funding for consultants, re¬ 
searchers, and supervisory person¬ 
nel with the smallest proportion of 
personnel costs for direct services 
and counseling.” Schwan commen¬ 
ted that the money for consultants, 
etc. was much the same as during 
the previous year with more money 
being allocated for direct servic¬ 
es and counseling. He also stated 
that the “supervisory personnel” 
(deputy director and administra¬ 
tive aide which is the secretary) 
were budgeted very low during the 
first year and this year’s increase 
in salaries was meant to more fair¬ 
ly compensate them for their qual¬ 
ifications and skills. 

When it came time for the vote, 
the city, Bob Field, and County 
Councilman John Garrity who Is 
a Commission member, were given 
the credit for persuading the ma¬ 
jority to award CARES additional 
funding. There did not seem to be 
a problem in finding a source for 
the extra money since it was re¬ 
ported that the Commission had 
several thousand dollars in unused 
funds left over from 1973 and 1974. 


John Carroll Elem. School 
Holds Formal Dedication 

John Carroll Elementary School 
will be formally dedicated in a spe¬ 
cial ceremony on Tues., May 7, at 
8 p.m. Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Carl Hassel will be guest spea¬ 
ker and keys to the school will be 
presented to representatives of the 
student body, faculty and parents. 

As a special feature of the cere¬ 
mony, the school flag and school 
song will be revealed for the first 
time. The school flag has been de¬ 
signed by the Gth grade and will 
be presented by a school patrol 
color guard. The school song has 
been written by Madam McCor¬ 
mick, leader of the John Carroll 
Soul Singers and a teacher aide 
at the school. 

Musical selections by the school 
choir, the 5th grade and faculty 
member Lillian Paine will also be 
included. 

John Carroll Elementary, locat¬ 
ed in Landover, has been in opera¬ 
tion 3 years under the leadership 
of Principal Gretta Henry. The 
school serves students from the 
Boxwood, Lakeside North, Univer¬ 
sity Square and Charlestowne Vil¬ 
lage sections of Greenbelt, and the 
Village Green section of Handover. 
Last year the school was chosen 
by the U.S.I.A. to be the subject of 
a special film to be shown over¬ 
seas.

Alan Kay Meets With City 
On Greenbriar Conversion

Greenbriar developer Alan Kay pledged last Monday night 
at a special session of the full city council that the population 
limitations placed on the development by the 1971 special excep¬ 
tion will be fully adhered to, despite a shift from rental to condo¬ 


minium apartments. 

In addition, he stated that the 
shift will not affect his donation 
to the city of five acres of park 
land which he had agreed to do 
at the time the special exception 
was approved. 

Kay also stated that the liability 
for the cost of the operation, main¬ 
tenance ar*d dismanteling of the on¬ 
site temporary sewage treatment 
plant would still be Greenbriar 
Associates’ and that the Washing¬ 
ton Suburban Sanitary Commis¬ 
sion, which will own and operate 
the plant regardless of whether the 
development is under condomini¬ 
um or rental status, will require 
the posting of a bond to cover the 
costs of operation. 

Population Limits 

Kay gave assurances that no 
unit would be sold to a condomin¬ 
ium owner whose family would 
be larger than specified in the con¬ 
ditions of the special exception. 
Additionally he said that appro¬ 
priate clauses will be placed in 
the condominium documents (by¬ 
laws) “which will impose on the 
owners, under the terms of the 
conveyance, the limitations which 
(county) council has imposed un¬ 
der its police powers.” 

Kay told the city that he has 
conveyed the above intentions to 
county councilwoman Lucille Potts 
in a letter, as well as his willing¬ 
ness to “cooperate with the coun¬ 
cil in any other move which it 
wants to undertake to make ab¬ 
solutely certain that the popula¬ 
tion limitations are as applicable 
to the project in condominium 
status as they were in rental 
status.” 

In an amiable and frank 2% 
hour session, the city council and 
Kay dilcscussed these and other 
matters pertaining to Greenbriar. 
Council explained that it was look ¬ 
ing for assurances from Kay that 
the city and the new residents of 
Greenbriar would not be faced with 
future problems as the result of 
the shift to condominium. The 
council was particularly desirous 
that the population limitations in¬ 


cluded in the special exception be 
adhered to. 

In light of Kay’s pledges, city 
council indicated that it would 
recommend to the city council 
that the special exception be am¬ 
ended so as to clearly apply t<j 
the condiminium.. The matter will 
be placed on the city council ag¬ 
enda for this Monday’s meeting. 

Donation Still Good 

Kay told council that the change 
to condominium in no way affect¬ 
ed his 5-acre land donation to the 
city, and that “they could collect 
any time.” In the summer of 1971 
when the special exception was be¬ 
fore the city council for recom¬ 
mendation to the county, the city 
was disturbed about the density 
of the proposed 1,193-unit project 
In an effort to alleviate these con¬ 
cerns and gain city support, Kay 
gave the city an irrevocable letter 
of credit for $95,000 and an agree¬ 
ment to compensate the city for 
the total amount of 5 acres. The 
city recently set the machinery in 
motion to purchase the land plus 
two acres that will be paid for by 
Kay under the mandatory dedica¬ 
tion law. The Maryland Park and 
Planning Commission is holding 
the money ($39,846) and will re¬ 
lease it upon purchase of the land. 

Joining in the discussion were 
city manager and assistant city 
manager, city solicitor Emmett 
Nanna and Greenbriar attorney 
George Brugger. 

Tidbits 

Kay informed city council that 
a fence would be installed along 
the Baltimore-Wash ington Park¬ 
way . . . condominium by-laws 
would require a % or more vote 
of the owners to make major 
changes such as occupancy limi¬ 
tations , . . several buildings (200 
units) will be reserved for adult 
sales only , , . additional sound 
proofing of apartments will be ac¬ 
complished as a result of conver¬ 
sion . . . when completed, the 
Greenbriar project will contribute 
about 30% of the city’s tax rev¬ 
enues. 


Visitors Flow to Greenbriar 
But Sewage Does Not (Flow) 

The grand opening of the Greenbriar condominium luxury 
apartments last week has ended up in court.. Last Wednesday 
evening, April 24, local, county and state V.I.P.’s were invited to 
a preview showing of the new project in the Greenbriar Commun¬ 
ity Building at the corner of Greenbelt Road and Hanover Park¬ 
way in the Smith-Ewing tract east of the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway. 


But unknown to most of the 
guests, the County Board of Lic¬ 
enses and Permits bad not gran¬ 
tee the necessary temporary use 
and occupancy permit. At the time, 
approval had not been received by 
the electrical, fire and health de¬ 
partments. By Friday, all sign- 
offs were given except for the 
health department. 

On Friday, Greenbriar Associat¬ 
es filed a suit in equity requesting 
Judge Samuel W. H. Meloy to or¬ 
der the release of the temporary 
occupancy permits for a tempor¬ 
ary sales office and contractor’s 
office. This was denied. 

In turn, the county filed an in - 
junction to prohibit this use of the 
building. Judge Meloy did not 
grant an injunction, but ruled that 
Greenbriar Associates must show 
cause why they should not be en¬ 
joined from operation of the facil¬ 
ity until the necessary permits are 
received. A hearing is scheduled 
for this Friday. 

The Health Department indicat¬ 
ed it will not consent to the issu¬ 
ance of a use and occupancy per¬ 
mit until the sewage treatment 
plant is in operation. It first dis¬ 
approved of Gre-enbriar’s using a 
chemical holding tank in the lift 
station which will serve the treat¬ 
ment plant. (Scavenger compan-

ies operate the system and empty 
the tanks.) It appears that the 
health department also proposes 
the temporary use of sani-cans 
(Port-a-Johns). 

Attorneys for Greenbriar Asso¬ 
ciates argue that these sanitary 
facilities do not violate the zoning 
code, are acceptable as a tempo¬ 
rary means of sanitary facilities 
and have been used in the county. 
They say that sani-cans do not 
pose a danger to the public health, 
and safety and are not detrimental 
to adjacent properties or the gen¬ 
eral neighborhood, a requirement 
of the code. 

Greenbriar Associates have also 
filed an appeal with the Prince 
Georges County Board of Appeals 
appealing the denial of the per¬ 
mits. 

In the meantime, citations have 
been issued against Greenbriar As¬ 
sociates for each day that the com¬ 
munity building is in operation. 
Conviction carries possible fines 
and/or jail sentences. 
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Champagne Ideas . . .

I seriously doubt that the pro- 
posed increase in our tax rate of

ter be described as a $20,000 con¬ 
tribution to Dr. Walder's tax fun 
ded "Empire”. 

Isn’t it strange that Prince Ge¬ 
orges County, with the same cut¬ 
backs on assessments, is propos 
ing an 8c cut per $100 of our pro¬ 
perty tax rate? I feel that our mu 
nicipal tax problems are due to 
mismanagement and fiscal irre¬ 
sponsibility on the part of our $22,- 
000 per year city manager, Mr, 
Giese. 

Mr. Giese has champagne ideas 
while the residents can only afford 
a beer budget. One official once re¬ 
ferred to Greenbelt as a Cadillac 
among the communities of this 
area. Well, it is time we traded 
that Cadillac in on a Volkswagen. 

The hundreds of thousands of 
dollars Mr. Giese has doled out 
to various “consultants” is one oi 
our greatest problems. What do we 
have to show for these massive ex¬ 
penditures of tax funds? 

A square brick box we call the 
municipal building which cost 
thousands of dollars. Any appren 
tice bricklayer could have put that 
building up for a fraction of what 
it cost. The “consulting firm” that 
designed that building really took 
the taxpayer and the council, as 
far as the construction costs were 
concerned. 

The unsightly mess in the cen¬ 
ter mall, ultra modern, surround¬ 
ed by old buildings, including 
“consultant” fees possibly cost us 
about $100,000 etc., etc. etc., 

Since Mr. Pilski has insisted that 
aparttnent projects, such as Green- 
briar, add to our tax base, and 
that project has a full page ad 
in the News Review indicating op¬ 
ening on April 26, surely that 
much touted additional tax reve¬

So how much more does it 
cost to change a bulb, sweep a 
floor, wield a paint brush or drive 
a nail?

GHl Minutes Questioned 

To the Editor: 

Stop me if you have heard this 
one! 

“First let me state that the typ¬ 
ed signature of a secretary on the 
minutes is the same as an ink 
signature of the secretary on the 
minutes.” This statement is tak¬ 
en from a very remarkable letter 
written by the attorney for the 
Board of Directors of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., in answer to a query 
by Mr. Breashears, the manager, 
as to whether there was any sta¬ 
tutory or parliamentary authority 
that a secretary of a corporation 
personally sign the board minutes. 

Thanks to Mr. J<v>eph Com 
proni’s having put this matter on 
the agenda for this meeting, i 
finally received an answer posed 
by me in March in a written com¬ 
munication to the Board and read 
for me at a March Board meeting 
by Mrs. Frances Morley. My ques- * 
tion briefly was why in a study 
by me of the official Minute Book 
for the year 1971 were there no 
signatures in ink of either the 
president or the secretary on the 
finally approved copies. I noticed 
that most, if not all, bore the in 
itials “l.g.” a stenographer “appro¬ 
ved” and the date on the first page 
of the minutes. I would venture 
to say that 99% of Maryland cor¬ 
porations have the secretary sign 
their minutes, and fiduciary or¬ 
ganizations such as Savings and 
Loan and Credit Unions require 
both the president and the secre¬ 
tary’s signatures written in ink. 
The examiners of the latter groups, 
in fact require it but I find our 
recently terminated auditors ap¬ 
parently never insisted upon it. 
Our present secretary is trying to 
improve the procedures and had 
some interesting comments to 
make at the meeting. The most 
vocal proponents for non-signing 
were the present president and 
the two past presidents of the 
board (seated in the audience),. 

I would like to pose a question 
here to the members, who certain¬ 
ly know the importance of min¬ 
utes, which deal with board ac¬ 
tions on contracts, disputes, etc. 
How would the GHI office like the 
members to write their checks for 
their mortgage payments each 
month with a typed signature? 

The board attorney has another 
amazing interpretation of Robert’s 
Rules of Order regarding the 
signing of the minutes by the sec¬ 
retary! Because this world-wide 
authority says the minutes should 
be signed by the secretary, and, if 
the assembly wishes, by the pres¬ 
ident instead of shall it is not 
mandatory that the minutes be 
signed. 

The same way of doing business 
on minutes, financial planning and 
information etc. as it has been 
done for the last ten or .20 years 
is no longer enough. We need new 
blood and methods on our board!!!

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GHI Annual Meeting 
Set for May 23-24

The annual membership meeting of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
has been set for Thursday and Friday, May 23-24. The Thursday 
evening meeting will start at 8 p.m. in the Center School Audi¬ 
torium. Balloting for GHI elections will start that evening at 
the Municipal Building and continue the next day, 7 a.m. to 7:30 
p.m. 


There are four 2-year terms to 
be filled on the 9-member board. 
The board members whose terms 
expire are James Smith, Thomas 
White, Norman Weyel, and Robert 
Nelson. The last two named ,are 
finishing out terms that were va¬ 
cated during the year. 

There are also three audit com¬ 
mittee members to be elected for 
1-year terms. 

All candidates for the GHI board 
of directors and the audit commit¬ 
tee desiring to be listed by the 
GHI Nominations and Elections 
Committee must submit their con¬ 
sent forms to the Committee by 
Friday, May 10. Smith is the only 
announced candidate so far for 
the board. Joe Reid, 51-U Ridge 
and James Wright, 35-B Ridge, 
have announced for the audit 
committee. 

At last Thursday’s meeting of 
the board of directors, it was indi¬ 
cated that the agenda for the an¬ 
nual meeting will be relatively 
noncontroversial. A few minor by¬ 
law changes may be presented to 
the membership for approval. 

GNMA Options 

The board directed GHI mana¬ 
ger Roy Breashears to open nego¬ 
tiations with Government National 
Mortgage Association, holder of 
the GHI mortgage, regarding the 
request for deferment of the 1974 
mortgage principal payments, GN¬ 
MA had proposed 3 options for 
GHI’s consideration. 

The board was generally favor¬ 
able to the first option which pro¬ 
vided for payment of the deferred 
1974 principal payments ($319,000) 
in one lump-sum (balloon payment) 
upon the present maturity of the 
mortgage on December 31, 1977. 
This option was attractive because 
it meant that the current mortgage 
rate of 4 percent interest would 
be retained for the deferment. 

The board, however, also recog 
nized that a December, 1977, pay¬ 
ment date meant that monthly 
charges would have to be increased 
starting next January to accumu¬ 
late the funds for meeting the bal¬ 
loon payment It therefore thought 
that option three might have some 
attractive features. 

This option provides for a one- 
year extension of the maturity of 
the mortgage — from December 
31, 1977 to December 31 1978 # — 

subject to the payment of a high¬ 
er interest rate on the payment of 
the $319,000 principal during the 
last year (1978), this higher rate 
to be the FHA maximum rate pre¬ 
vailing on the first day of said 
last year. This option would mean 
that monthly charges to cover the 
deferment would not have to be 
increased, but merely extended for 
another 12 months. 

The second option offered by 
GNMA was not favorably received 
by the board, although the total 
outlay under this option might be 
less than under option three. This 
option provides for a one-year ex¬ 
tension of the maturity of the 
mortgage as in option three, but 
would require that the remaining 
principal payments of $1,231,000 
due from January 1, 1975 through 
the expiration date of December 
31, 1978 would be at the interest 
rate of 5 1 /* percent. 

The board suggested that nego¬ 
tiations with GNMA be ‘based on 
the merger of the first and third 
options. 

Criticism 

Eunice Coxon from the floor was 
upset that these options had not 
been made known to the member¬ 
ship before the April 17 meeting 
where membership approval was 
given to increasing monthly charg ¬ 
es to help fund the GNM4 deferral 
payments. She charged that the 
“sick” board and corporation had 
engaged in misleading tactics. 

GHI president Jim Smith ex¬ 
plained that there was not suffi¬ 


cient time to circulate the letter 
before the meeting and that the 
various options offered by GNMA 
were just forming the basis for 
further negotiations. 

Director Tom White said that he 
could not see the significance of 
Mrs. Coxon's charges since all the 
options offered by GNMA were 
within the framework sought by 
GHI. In fact, he said, option one 
is a restatement of the conditions 
earlier cited by GNMA and made 
known to the members before the 
membership meeting. 

He further deplored Mrs. Coxon’s 
resort to “characterizations” in re¬ 
ferring to the board and said that 
if anyone is “sick” around here, it 
is not the board or the corporation. 
He condemned Mrs. Coxx>n’s nit¬ 
picking activities such as forcing 
the corporation to use its resources 
to fight a “folly” suit (He was 
referring here to the suit filed last 
May against the board for its de¬ 
ferment of charges for needy elder¬ 
ly members.) 

Other members from the au¬ 
dience joined in the reprimand to 
Mrs. Coxon. Mrs. Farmer con¬ 
gratulated the board and manage¬ 
ment for their work in attempting 
to meet the energy crisis and sug¬ 
gested that everyone get behind 
the board and work together, in¬ 
stead of trying to tear the corpora¬ 
tion down. Others found it amaz¬ 
ing that Mrs. Coxon could casti¬ 
gate what went on at the April 17 
meeting when she wasn’t even 
present. 

Undaunted, Mrs. Coxon later in 
the evening renewed her criticism 
of the board -— this time for its 
alleged failure to keep the minutes 
in proper order, for example, by 
failing to have the secretary of 
the corporation sign the final offi¬ 
cial copy. She wondered if the 
board officers were attempting to 
conceal something bv their reluc¬ 
tance to sign the minutes. 

Read into the record at this 
point was a letter from the cor¬ 
poration’s attorney, Albert Gins¬ 
berg, stating that contrary to Mrs. 
Coxon’s statement that the signing 
of minutes is a “routine, manda¬ 
tory procedure according to Ro¬ 
bert’s Rules of Order”, there is 
nothing in Robert’s Rules, State 
law, or GHI by-laws making it 
mandatory that the official minutes 
be signed by the secretary. 

Directors Joe Comproni and 
Hugh O’Donnell, however, thought 
there would be some advantage 
to having the officers sign because 
it would prompt more careful re¬ 
view of the minutes. 

Prefsident Smith replied that the 
whole board by voting to accept 
the final copy of the minutes took 
responsibility for their accuracy 
and that he for one didn’t want to 
get bogged down in such time-kil¬ 
ling activities as reviewing and 
signing minutes. 

Other Matters 

The board agreed to enter into 
agreements with the Federal Cre¬ 
dit Unions of the U. S. Atomic 
Energy Commission and NASA for 
the servicing of loans made by 
these agencies to their members 
purchasing GHI homes. 

The board also gave final appro¬ 
val to the contract with Arey, Inc. 
of Chevy Chase for the installation 
of variable temperature heating 
controls in 135 brick heating 
plants, and for the frame home 
pilot project for conversion from 
steam heat to hot water in the 12 
Ridge court. It asked that bonding 
be provided within 8 weeks of the 
signing of the contract. 

GDC Meeting 

At the meeting of the board of 
directors of Greenbelt Development 
Corporation preceding the GHI 
board meeting, the board voted to 
raise the rentals on the 60 apart ¬ 
ment units on Parkway by roughly 
20 percent. A greater increase

than this would have been allowed 
under the new county rent con¬ 
trol law which allows for a 4 per¬ 
cent increase plus pass-through 
for fuel oil and other untility cost 
increases. The board, however, felt 
that it wanted to avoid hardship 
for the tenants. It also noted that 
the law permitted two pass¬ 
throughs a year, so that another 
rental increase could be asked for 
later if costs keep rising.

EPA Has Public Hearing 
On Greenbriar Sewage 

The United States Environmen 
tal Protection Agency has sched¬ 
uled a public hearing on an appli 
cation for a National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination Permit (N 
PDES) for the Greenbriar Sewage 
Treatment Plant on May 15 at 10 
a.m. in the Greenbelt Municipal 
Building. 

The Greenbriar plent is being 
developed to provid- temporary 
sewage disposal service to the new 
Greenbriar development until a 
permanent sewerage system serv¬ 
ice can be made available by the 
expansion of treatment facilities 
at the Washingon Suburban San¬ 
itary Commission’s (WSSC) Wes¬ 
tern Branch Wastewater Plant. 
WSSC envisions completion of the 
facilities early in 1975. 

On the basis of preliminary re¬ 
view and application of lawful 
standards and regulationis, the 
Maryland Water Resources Ad¬ 
ministration which held a hearing 
in Greenbelt in November, certi¬ 
fied the permit on April 10. EPA. 
Region III, proposes to issue a 
permit to discharge subject to cer¬ 
tain effluent limitations and spec¬ 
ial conditions. These proposed de¬ 
terminations are tentative. 

Persons wishing to comment on 
the pending permit to allow the 
discharge of the Greenbriar plant’s 
effluent to a tributary of the Bea- 
verdam Creek are invited to sub 
mit a statement to the EPA Re 
gional Administrator, 6th & Wal 
nut Streets, Philadelphia, Penn¬ 
sylvania 19106 no later than five 
days preceding the public hear¬ 
ing. or to be present at the hear¬ 
ing or both. 

Following the hearing, the Re¬ 
gional Administrator may make 
such modifications in the terms and 
conditions of the proposed permit 
as may be appropriate and shall 
issue or deny the permit. If the 
permit is issued, it will become ef¬ 
fective 30 days following date of 
issuance and will be the final ac¬ 
tion of EPA unless an adjudica¬ 
tory hearing is granted. Requests 
for such a hearing must be made 
within 20 days of the date that a 
decision is made. 

A copy of EPA’s proposed draft 
NPDES Permit for the project is 
available for inspection at the 
WSSC office in Hyattsville and at 
the Greenbelt Municipal Building. 
Other information may be obtain 
ed by .writing EPA’s Permit Pro¬ 
gram Branch in Philadelphia. 

The Greenbriar Plant has been 
designed and is being constructed 
at the developer’s expense. When 
the facility is completed, it would 
be turned over to the WSSC for 
operation. The developer will pay 
the operation and maintenance 
costs.

FDR PLANS DISCUSSED 

The long-awaited meeting be¬ 
tween Greenbelt city officials and 
county Board of Education staff 
members to consider matters of 
common concern regarding the 
new Franklin D. Roosevelt Senior 
High School was held on Wednes¬ 
day, April 17. Council had long 
wished to bring to the school 
board’s attention some suggestions 
that had been made for utilization 
of school facilities. 

Lighting of athletic fields at the 
high school was a major item dis¬ 
cussed. The school board, on Oc¬ 
tober 9, 1973, had authorized the 
superintendent to explore the light¬ 
ing of fields at three locations, and 
Greenbelt had recommended that 
the F.D.R, school be chosen as one 
of the locations. 

Dr. Charles Ecker, Assistant Su¬ 
perintendent for Facilities and 
Supporting Service, advised that 
the cost of lighting a field is es¬ 
timated at $60,000. Because of the 
energy crisis and budget cuts, 
there are no funds authorized at 
this time for lighting. However, 
Ecker did agree to purshe a sug¬ 
gestion of council that electrical 
conduits for such lighting be in¬ 
stalled at F.D.R. school while un¬ 
der construction as a cost-saving 
device. 

School Facilities 
A second item of concern was 
the use of the school athletic fa¬ 
cilities for local activities, much 
as the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission’s 
agreement with the school board 
for use of elementary and junior 
high school athletic facilities. Un¬ 
der this agreement, MNCPPC un¬ 
dertakes certain maintenance re¬ 
sponsibilities through its Parks 
Division. However, Greenbelt is 
excluded, by law, from the Parks 
District (and pays no park tax) 
and therefore MNCPPC does no 
work on school athletic fields 
within Greenbelt. 

The council therefore is seek¬ 
ing a similar agreement between 
the city and the school board. Dr. 
Ecker said that a task force is 
now considering changes in school 
policy that would permit formal¬ 
ized agreements between the school 
board and the cities of Greenbelt 
and Laurel relating to use and 
maintenance of athletic facilities. 

Landscaping 

The council expressed some con¬ 
cern that landscaping around the 
F.D.R. school might be inadequate, 
noting particularly that the high 
and steep slope at the west end 
of the property will have a partic¬ 
ularly displeasing appearance un¬ 
less tree plantings are provided. ^ 
The school board has $18,000 
budgeted for landscaping other 
than development of lawns at the 
high school. The council noted 
that trees may be obtained from 
the State nurseries without cost 
and offered the services of the 
city in planting these trees, if 
needed. Ecker said that the city 
would be given an opportunity to 
review the landscaping plans 
when they are developed and ag¬ 
reed to discuss with the city fur¬ 
ther tree plantings if needed. 

Bicycle Facilities 
In reply to an inquiry by coun¬ 
cil, Ecker said that bicycle racks 
will be provided at the school. He 
indicated support for any city ef¬ 
forts to get government agencies 
to provide bicycle and pedestrian 
path access to the high school 
property. Archie Flood, school 
board Assistant for Real Estate 
and Construction, said he will re¬ 
view development plans in the 
area and encourage the place¬ 
ment of pedestrian and bicycle 
facilities that are school-oriented. 


Greenbelt Lake Safe 

“The fish are safe, but cook “ 
them well!” This was the opinion 
of County Health Officer Perry 
Stearns in reply to the city’s re¬ 
quest for information concerning 
the safety of Greenbelt Lake. 

Dr. Stearns warned persons 
never to eat raw fish and not to 
eat the shell fish (fresh water 
clams) which ^re found in the 
Lake. He said, “Shell fish concen¬ 
trate germs present in the Lake 
water and are more likely to cause 
human illness if eaten.” 

The Lake is not approved for 
swimming, but it is approved for 
fishing.
